It  Is  a  Special  Day 

Merry  Christmas  interests  most  people.. 

It  is  a  special  day  for  members  of  families,  also  for  persons 
without  family  ties;  for  members  of  all  institutions  of  mercy;  for 
members  of  penal  institutions;  and  often  for  prisoners  of  war. 

It  is  the  day  when  people  open  their  hearts  for  the  less  for¬ 
tunate.  Anyone  who  is  alone  in  this  world  may  have  a  friend  on 
Christmas  Day. 

The  story  of  Christmas  may  not  be  connected  with  the  leg¬ 
ends  or  relics  of  ancient  pagan  customs, , hut  the  time  of  the  year 
and  ways  to  celebrate  seem  to  pattern  after  those  of  the  de¬ 
scendants  of  the  Norsemen.  Traditions  of  Christmas  are  such  a 
part  of  life  that  our  highest  regards  for  the  annual  celebration 
may  merit  our  greatest  efforts.  - 

From  the  ancient  times  of  the  Scandinavians,  the  Druids, 
the  Egyptians,  and  the  Greeks,  the  Christmas  spirit  is  reflected. 

■  At  Stonehenge  in  ancient  Britain,  the  ceremonies  by  the 
Druids  took  place  dealing  with-  the  cutting  of  the  Mistletoe. 
Christmas,  the  feast  in  honor  of  Christ,  is  akin  to  the  Swedish 
Yule  or  Jul,  the  French  Noel,  and  the  Greek  "X"  for  Xmas— all 
in  honor  of  a  savior. 

Yule  is  an  old  English  name  for  Christmas  festivity.  It 
points  back  to  pre-Christian  times  when  Celtic  tribes  of  northern 
Europe  celebrated  at  the  Winter  Solstice  with  festivals  about  the 
Yule  log  on  the  hearth  decorated  with  Yule  candles. 

When  the  shortest  December  days  began  to  grow  longer,  the 
natives  rejoiced  to  see  their  sun  god  come  back  to  their  homes  to 
give  heat  and  food.  They  felt  as  dependent  on  God  for  their 
food  as  we  do  when  we  repeat  the  words  of  Jesus,  "Give  us  this 
day  our  daily  bread." 

Nearly  all  Christmas  trees  and  homes  are  decorated  today 
with  materials  and  emblems  similar  to  those  used  in  ancient 
days.
